It may be safely assumed that It 
will bring the most careful judgment to bear 
in arriving at that decision, taking into con 
[sideration all the qualifications of the man, the 
post he is best fitted to fll, and the needs of 
the Empire. ‘Those last are’ the sole criterion, 
and those who may feel disposed to chafe under 
the restriction, and it is to their credit that 
there are so many of them, would do well to 
remember that fact.

Another “Bunder” 


‘Typical of the manner in which alarmist 
rumours are given currency in these days was 
the story which found rapid currency on Sept. 5 
to the effect that the Butterfield & Swire ss. 
Anking had been torpedsed off Luzon Island. 
The story was broadcast from Manila, and given 
credence which it should not have received. It 
may have been possible for the Germans to 
have sent out a submarine to the Far East but 
fextremely unlikely, and if they had not done 
so who ‘else could’ possibly have done such a 
‘thing? Fortunately it was quickly discovered 
that the story was completely untrue, that the 
Anking had been contacted and her location 
fascertained. The-tale appears to have gained-

ping has been held up along the China coast. 
That is a normal precaution until it has been 
ascertained what has become of all German 
vessels which might be capable of being trans- 
formed into commerce raiders.

Flood Horrors 


The decision of the British Relief Fund to 
continue its donations to the sufferers from the 
Moods in North China in spite of the 
‘catastrophe of war in Europe will be generally 
welcomed, Millions of Chinese in that area 
have been faced with starvation, and hundreds 
‘of thousands of others are threatened with the 
outbreak of serious epidemics which may re- 
sult from the enforced insanitary conditions, 
The material losses around Tientsin are enorm= 
lous. “No possible estimate of them can be made 
until the waters are lower, but it is believed 








that many new factories, mostly built by 
Japanese or with Sino-Japanese co-opera~ 
Yon, have been ruined, their founda 
tions undermined by the floods and 


their machinery, much of which is of a dolicate 
nature, rusted beyond repair. This must inevit 
ably add to the Japanese economic losses in the 
China hostilities, ‘since the day when large 
profits were to be taken from the territory 
‘occupied by force of arms is postponed 

defnitely, and much reconstruction work 
Ihave to be done all over again. It is 
hoped that relief work will be directed towards 
Preventing the repetition of these floods, since 
eglect of proper precautions in the past is 
partially to blame for the present disaster. The 
‘question that is most urgent, however, is that 
‘of immediate relief. The responsibility for 
reconstruction and for assisting the farmer to 
jget back to his land and support himself, must 
est with the local authorities, presumably the

GERMAN PROPAGANDA 
Sept. 6. 
Nothing could possibly have been more 
biting than the indictment of Herr Hitler 
ty Mr. Neville Chamberlain, in the course 
of a short wave broadcast to Germany, in 
which the latter attacked the former in no 
‘nistakable terms, Der Fuchrer stands ac- 
‘used of a persistent policy of bad faith, and 
even to those charges which Mr. Chamberlain 
levels against him, others are now being 
‘iided, ‘There can be no further trust in the 
man's’ word, nor in the words of those im- 
mediately surrounding him, for they are 
‘ainted, with the same ‘brush. Hiller 
fave his word that the Locarno Treaty would 
bo respected. Yet he broke it. He gave his 
ord that he neither wished nor intended to 
annex Austria: yet he did so. He declared 
that he would not incorporate Czechoslovakia 
in the Reich ; nevertheless it was done, At 
Munich he announced that he had no further 
territorial demands in Europe, That assur- 
ince also he has broken. He said he ld not 


want the Polish provinees; he is invading 
them, and for years he swore that he was 
the mortal enemy on Bolshevism. He is now 
its friend. There is evidence that respect for 
civilian life so far as raids is concerned has 
been totally abandoned. The attempt.’ to| 
bomb the country residence of the American 
Minister to Poland would be suflicient evid- 
‘ence of that, even if there were none to be 
obtained from other localities in Poland, 
while his promise that Germany would not 
resort to unrestricted submarine warfare has 
been clearly broken by the wilful sinking 
of the ss. Athenia, and the imperilling of 
the lives of fourteen hundred civilians 
amongst whom there was a very substantial 
proportion of neutrals, Fortunately the casu- 
alty lists resulting from that outrage are 
small, but that is in no way due either to the 
German leader, or the men who perpetrated 
the evil deed. "For all they eared the whole 
Of those passengers might have suffered 
death. It was due to the efficiency of the 
British arrangements that that unhappy re- 
sult was averted, and beyond the loss of a 
handsome, and valuable ship no very great 
damage has been done to British interests. 
It is perhaps inevitable that for a short while 
occurrences like this will have to be faced, 
though there is every reason to believe that 
the submarine war will never gain the 
dimensions which it did before being brought 
under control during the last war. 


‘Something has evidently gone wrong. The 
German Government denies responsibility for 
the sinking of the Athenia contending that 
that ‘was contrary to the express orders of 
Herr Hitler. In view of the foregoing how 
much reliance is to be placed upon that as- 
surance? In a welter of lies who is to de- 
‘cide what is the truth? That question is 
‘emphasized all the more by the three differ- 
‘ent versions which the Germans are secking 
to give of the occurrence. ‘The first was a 
denial that the Athenia was torpedoed, the 
second was that she sank as the result of a 
boiler explosion, though how they could 
possibly know that passeth the wit of man- 
Kind to understand, and the third was that 
the Athenia was deliberately sunk by the 
British themselves for the purpose of produc- 
ing a bad impression upon public opinion 
in the United States against Germany. There 
is all the circumstantial evidence in the 
world to suggest that the Athenia was sunk 
by enemy action. It is completely incon- 
ceivable that, knowing war was imminent, 
as Herr Hitler must have known, submarine 
dispositions would not be made to do as 
much destruction as possible to British ship- 
ping in the early days of the war. The 
German denial that none of thelr submaitines 
‘was operating in that area, suggests that they 
were in others, and the Reich's word being 
what it is cannot thua destroy the conviction 
‘that there was a German submarine operat- 
ing in that very locality. ‘The theory of the 
boiler explosion is naive in the extreme, 
while as for the third alternative the sugges~ 
tion that Great Britain would sacrifice a 
valuable ship in times like these, and pos- 
sibly well over a thousand lives’ clearly is 
the le which it is identified as such. It will 
be interesting to learn what the survivors 
have to say about the whole matter, for 
while most of them were asleep, there arc 
doubtless many who were awake engaged in 
the task of operating the vessel, and they 
will be able to establish with certainty what 
occurred. ‘The whole of the Reich's be- 
haviour throughout the various crises, which 
have now brought Europe to war, suggest 
that the same ruthless callousness which 
characterized German behaviour from 1914 to 
10918 is to be again demonstrated. 


‘That this is so, must be easily perceived 
in the declarations and prophecies of Ger- 
man writers on the trend of modern warfare. 
The aeroplane in thelr minds is clearly de- 
Signed to strike terror into the hearts of 
civilians in order to reduce thelr morale and 
so bring about the realization of the 
blitzkrieg. Consequently the more bombing 
of military objectives, which the Allies have 
promised to restrict themselves to, can have 
nb appeal to a government which regards 
the bomber as the principal weapon of 
offense when employed in its widest scope. 
‘Thus while Great Britain and France have 
Fesponded to President Roosevelt's appeal 
against the bombing of civilians, by declar- 
ing their readiness to refrain from such 
‘action provided Germany does, the latler has 
‘as yet madeno such promise. To do so would 
be to stultify the activities of this Ishmael 
‘amongst governments, and the first few days 
of the war have given every indication that 
the leopard has changed none of his spots, 
‘and that in the not too distant future the war 
wil! be conducted with all the bestiality 
which marked the last one, ‘Thus to the 
awful responsibility of having provoked thi 
resent war may be added in due course that 
anticipated obloquy attendant upon the man- 
ner in which it is apparently to be carried out. 
‘That contrasts unfavourably with the action 
of the British in attacking the German navy 
by air. ‘The German navy was an objective 
‘which can hit back, and, if German reports 
are correct, did so. ‘Mercantile vessels earry- 
ing civilians and neutrals cannot do so, nor 
‘as a rule can areas in which diplomatic re- 
resentatives usually establish their country 














homes. The first British attack on German 
civilians seems to have been to shower mil- 
ions of leaflets upon them pointing out the 
‘criminality of their leaders who have again 
lunged them into the possibility of much’ 


grievous suffering. Nothing more deadly 
than that was. used, and against such 
‘mereiful action, what the German army has 
been doing stands out in striking contrast. 
Up to the present therefore, German pro- 
paganda scems to have started off on the 
wrong foot. It will now be practically im- 
possible to correct the impression thus 
‘created, and, in the first propaganda ex- 
‘changes, the Allies win, 





THE WAR’S PROGRESS 
Sept. 7. 

It is inevitable that there should be some- 
thing im the nature of a lull after a declara~ 
tion of war, while the opposing forecs get 
into touch with each other, and what is hap- 
ening in the east and west of Germany must 
Present a somewhat unbalanced picture, be- 
‘cause hostilities commenced earlier along the 
Polish frontiers, than along the French, the 
few days making all the difference. Develop- 
ments in Poland have now taken shape and 
some idea is procurable of the general Ger- 
man scheme of campaign. Roughly speaking 
there are at present three separate move- 
ments, the first to cut off the Corridor, and 
to secure communications between Germany 
and Danzig, the second, an advance south- 
wards from the East Prussian border on War- 
saw, and the third an advance eastward into 
Poland between Breslau and the Slovakian 
border, obviously with the idea of capturing 
that portion of Silesia seized by the Poles. 
In the Corridor, with the capture of Grau- 
dienz and Bydgoszez, the Germans appear 
to have gained command of the situation, 
and thelr claim to have captured 15,000 
Poles as prisoners probably refers to those 
forces which may be entrapped within the 
Corridor north of the junction of the forces 
‘operating out of Germany and East Prussia. 
It may not yet mean that these men have 
actually been captured, Lut that they have 
been cut off from the main Polish forces, a 
contingency by no means unlikely, having 
in mind the speed with which the Ger- 
mans have moved in this area, and the 
Strength which they threw into it, The 
Poles are continuing their resistance in this 
district, and it is still too carly to say that 
the Germans have succeeded in attaining the 
first of their objectives,—unhampered com 
munication with Danzig across the Corridor 
‘The distances across it are not great, and 
with all the speed of which a mechanized 
army is capable, the progress of the German 
armies in this area is undoubtedly slow, 
bearing eloquent testimony to the stubborn- 
ness of the Polish resistance. The move- 
ment of German troops across the southern 
borders of East Prussia appears to have 
made more headway. Mlawa was reached 
| day oF so ago, and it is now claimed that 
Ciechanow rather under thirty miles from 
the boundary approximately 45 miles nort. 
‘of Warsaw has been reached. It is without 
doubt this advance which has alarmed a 
Proportion of the populace of the Polish 
capital which is evacuating the city and 
Seeking refuge south of the Vistula, 


Preparations are being made, it is re- 
Ported, to establish the seat of ‘government 
elsewhere, which is no indication that War- 
saw will ‘not be stubbornly defended, but 
merely follows the precedent set in the last 
war when the Germans approached so close- 
ly to Paris that removal of the government 
Was actually in process before the Germans 
were arrested on the Marne and driven back 
to the Aisne. Warsaw is reputed to be 
heavily fortified, and the Germans may find 
its reduction not particularly easy. At the 
same time the movement into Silesia has 
been making some progress, and a line can 
with a degree of certainty be drawn 
in an are joining Katowice, Czesto- 
chowa and Wiclun, with some further 
movement on the salient between those Inst 
two towns towards the north-cast suggesting 
that the important city of Lodz may be the 
immediate German objective with the al 
mate purpose of investing Warsaw from the 
south-east. If as it is reported the German 
forces have reached the neighbourhood of 
Warla and Radomsko some appreciable pro-. 
gress appears to have been made with the 
German forces having penetrated the Polish 
borders in this sector to about forty miles 
from the frontier. The report that the 
Siegfried line had been broken through, un- 
believable at the time, has proved incorrect, 
Up to Tuesday night’ there had been no 
fighting on the Franco-German front, though 
troops were massing on both sides, and there 
hhas not even been any preliminary artillery 
preparation. The frontier between the 
Rhine and Moselle extends from Sierck 10 
Lauterbourg, where no river runs between 
the two countries, and as a result the oppos- 
ing armies arc able to establish direct con- 
tact, while from Lauterbourg to the Swiss 
boundaries the Rhine forms the frontier with 
‘the Maginot and Siegfried lines on the 
French and German’ sides of the river 
respectively. ‘These fortifications are some 
six miles back from the Rhine on both 
sides, and it is in this sort of no-man’s land 
between tho two that the armies are 
manquvring with Rhine at present keeping 
them apart. It is reported that French ex- 
perts have expressed the opinion that the 
reduction of the Siegfried line presents no 























insuperable difficulties, but it is certainly 
not to be expected that this can be done 
overnight as rumour suggested it was. 


On the seas, it is quite clear that Herr 
Hitler has broken his promise not to indulge 
in unrestricted submarine warfare, for other 
British ships besides the ss. Athenia have 
been torpedoed. It has unhappily to be re~ 
corded that the mumber of lives Jost in that 
outrage was considerably larger than was 
at first Feported, but the evidence of eye- 
‘witnesses clearly proves that a submarine 
was responsible. British naval vessels have 
been able to intercept and destroy . some 
German mercantile vessels, and in this re- 
gard the balance appears to be about level 
Information concerning the British _ aero- 
plane raids on the German Navy at Cuxha- 
ven and Wilhelmshaven is still somewhat 
seanly, chiefly because the British aviators 
were unable completely to ascertain what 
damage they did, while the Germans cer 
tainly will not divulge it. ‘The statement 
attributed to British oMeial quarters to the 
effect that the damage done was rather 
greater than was at first believed, is guard- 
ed enough to have about it all the stigmata 
of truth, ‘The raid appears to have been a 
Particularly brilliant piece of work, for the 
points attacked are probably the most 
heavily equipped with unti-aireratt defence 
of any locality in Germany, and the British 
losses do not appear to be’ incommensurate 
with the results achieved. Further _pro- 
paganda raids over Germany when millions 
of broadsheets have beén showered over the 
land serve two purposes, first, to disseminate 
literature calculated to open the eyes of the 
deluded German population as to what is, 
happening, and, second, to prove that those 
areas where it! has been dropped are ac- 
cessible to allied air fleets, ‘The fact that 
these raiders have not been interfered with 
seems somewhat strange and should serve 
to create some wonderment amongst the 
German civilian population, ‘The fact re~ 
‘mains that apart from what is happening in 
Poland, and too serious a view of the situa- 
tion there is completely unjustified, the 
opposing nations have not yet come to grips. 
‘They may in a short while.

‘Those many critics, who have been com- 
plaining of the apparent slowness of develop- 
ments on the western front, and the absence of 
any information as to what is being done with 
regard to the transport of the British ex- 
peditionary force to France, are inking them= 
selves unnecessarily. As it has already been 
pointed out there must be a lull between 
the declaration of a state of war, and the 
entry of opposing armies into action, while 
it will be remembered that in giving’ no in- 
formation concerning the despatch of British 
forees to France, the Government is follow- 
ing the precedent of the Inst war, Though 
war was declared, silence was maintained 
until it was possible to announce that the 
British army had actually Janded in France. 
In those days that involved a movement of 
100,000 men. ‘Now a very much larger num- 
ber have to be transported acrors the Eng- 
lish Channel and they with all their material 
resent a formidable task to the transport 
authorities. In view of the statement report- 
ed some time ago that the French command 
would not embark upon any uttack on Ger- 
many's westorn front until the British forces 
had arrived in France, and news which came 
fo hand yesterday that the French Army 
had already crossed the German frontie: 
and were engaged in crushing outposts 
it is thought ‘that already substantial 
British Forees must have already arrived in 
France. ‘That is only a surmise, but that is 
all that can be indulged in in ‘view of the 
very tight censorship all round, which is 
preventing, the leakage of much information, 
‘and reducing it well below the volume which 
came out during the carly days of the last 
war. It is definitely stated, however, in an 
oficial French communiqué’ issued on Wed 
nesday night that the French advance wa 
progressing beyond the French frontier with 
varying suecess in divers parts of the front, 
and were meeting resistnce, ‘This action 
appears to be taking place on’ the line be- 
tween Hayenau and the Duchy of Luxom- 
bourg where the Maginot and the Siegfried 
lines leave the basin of the Rhine and no 
Jonyer have that river between them. On 
the map it would seem that this is where 
the opening struggle should normally” take 
place, for if the Germans ean be driven back 
in this area, and that portion of the Siegfrie 
line reduced, it is possible that the rer 
may be turned by a French advanee deep 
enough into Germany to bring it about, 

‘The situation in Poland is still somew! 
obscure the Germans claiming further ad- 
vanees on Warsaw and Lodz, susesting, that 
in a very short while those’ cities will have 
to be sternly fought for, while the Poles 
make no admissions which would justify the 
assumption that the German claims are en- 
lirely correct. ‘The fact, however, that the 
French have commenced activities $0 quickly 
as they have may be an indication that they 
are hurrying with their attack on German 
Positions for the purpose of giving the Pol 
armies some relief from the pressure to whiel 
they are af present being subjected. If Herr 
Hitler’s confidence in the ability of the Ger- 
man forces in the west {0 hold up the Allied 
armies can be shaken it is possible that the 
situation in Poland may undergo a radical 
change. So long as the Siexfried line holds 












































he may be able to continue the present com- 
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paign in Poland, but if it is broken, and the 
French experts think it can be, thet. he will 
have to deplete his, forces in Poland for the 
purpose of meeting the much more serious 
threat which the Allied armies constitute on 
the western front. That the German rail- 
way system permits the rapid transfer of 
troops from east to west was one of the out- 
standing features of the last war, ‘That 
facility still exists, but once the German 
command is obliged to reinforce the western 
front at expense of the castern those re- 
inforcements will undoubtedly be held until 
the conclusion of hostilities, ‘That would 
mean the defeat of Herr Hitler's scheme, 
which even now is obviously to secure a swift 
viclory over Poland and then. seck to nego- 
tiate what he would deseribe as an “honour- 
able peace.” But the reduction of Poland 
will not mean the end of the struggle ; it 
may be only the beginning, for the Allies 
having once been forced to take up the 
sword will not now lightly lay it down, until 
the prinefples.for which they are fighting, 
shall have been vindicated. ‘The war will 
have to be continued until the peoples which 
Germany has brought under subjection have 
‘again been liberated from the tyranny of 
her dictatorship. 


‘There is the difference between the concept 
ot this war by Herr Hitler and that of the 
‘Allies, Endeavours appear ‘even now to 
be being made in Germany to persuade 
the populace that it will be possible to 
localize the war, and that the reduction of 
Poland will mean the end. ‘That may serve 
to allay German anxiety and the large degree 
of disapproval of the war for the time be- 
ing, but it is to be wondered what will be 
the general reaction when it is discovered, 
if it ever is, that success against Poland does 
not mean the advent of peace, but continu- 
ance of the struggle, ‘That in itself will 
‘amount to a defeat for Herr Hitler, for un- 
less he can bring speedy peace to his people, 
IC he is obliged to continue fighting, he will 
have failed of his purpose, and such a failure 
that his reign might very well come to an 
end. There are then in the situation two 
Important factors to be kept in mind, the 
undoubted superiority of the French’ and 
British armies .and the wealth of thelr re- 
sources, ‘and the very real possibility that 
within the German nation there exist all 
the factors which cannot but make a long 
war unpopular, “The end of the last war 
‘was brought about by revolution, when the 
people could no longer tolerate the suf- 
ferings imposed upon them and rebelled. 
‘The possibility of similar conditions being 
brought about in a'much shorter time thar 
fon that occasion has all along been re: 
ognized, for Germany has entered this war 
in a condition demonstrably inferior to what it 
‘was when the ex-Kaiser threw down the glove 
twenty-five years ago, If anything, the British 
and the French are much better placed. than 
they were then. Even with the new re- 
Antioriship with Russia Germany cannot hope 
to obtain all the.essential supplies she needs, 
and the question of how much Germany ha: 
been able to store up is an important side 
to the whole ‘That she has been work- 
ing hard to accumulate supplies is a fact, 
but whether in her impoverished condition 
she has been able to ufford the exchange 
with which to buy against prolonged warfare 
is considered doubtful. In fact Herr Hitler 
appears to have embarked upon the maddest 
gamble that any European ruler has under- 
taken since the commencement of its record~ 
ed history, and it is’ well known that the 
madder the gamble the smaller the chances 
of its success. 




















THE DOOR OPEN 
Sept. 9. 

‘The. recent formation of a new Cabinet 
in Japan, shortly before the commencement 
of the European war, was the last major 
‘occurrence in politics in the Far East, and, 
even though the amorphous political ‘situa- 
tion in the west has now crystallized into 
actual hostilities, it still remains to be seen 
What attitude towards them will be adopted 
by the Japanese Government. Of its inten- 
tion (0, do its utmost to bring the China 
Incident to an end there cannot be the 
slightest doubt ; the new Prime Minister and 
his associates ave made that quite clear 
in their various declarations. If it is ulti- 
mately found that at any rate for the time 
being Japan prefers to concentrate all her 
eneruy upon bringing about a peaceful 
solution of the dispute with China it will 
merely prove the she has accepted the 
Dest counsels in view of all the cir 
cumstances, Rumours current to the effect 
that she might contemplate entering into 
the four power axis which was alleged in 
jain European papers have, in all pro- 

iy, no foundation. in faet.' Tt is clearly 
not the’ best policy for her to commit her~ 
self to one side or the other, while the 
observance of neutrality in the European 
conflict, and the avoidance of any entangle- 
ments whatsoever provide her with the 
best possible means of achieving her im- 
mediate ambition. On the other hand de> 
parture from complete neutrality in the 
European conflict would be unwise from a 
purely economic point of view. She, 9s 
‘well as others who remain neutral, has the 
chance of doing a greater export trade than 
hhas been the case since the last war, and it 























Js possible, in the event of a long struggle — 

and no one in thelr senses can be- 
Tiove that it will be a short one—she stands 
a good chance of recouping by peaceful 
means much of the expense to which she 
hhas been put in China and Manchoukcio, 
Departure from neutrality means that her 
already diminished export trade would 
suffer severe blows, while entrance into 
the rumoured four Power axis would al- 
most inevitably lead to a world war in 
Which Japan's export trade would be com- 
Dletely ‘ruined. If at any time such an issue 
‘were raised by the creation of such an 
axis then there would be a straight conflict 
between that organization and the democra- 
cies, something which would without doubt 
range the United States on the side of the 
latter. 


Viewed in that light the settlement of the 
China issue, not only with China herself,| 
but with the third party Powers having in- 
terests in this part of the world may quite 
correctly be regarded as Japan's essential 
preoccupation. At the moment Great Bri- 
tain is most closely concerned in this aspect 
of the matter, for, though under the Cabinet 
of Baron Hiranuma the Anglo-Japanese 
negotiations at Tokyo came to a breakdown, 
it is possible that under General Abe's ad- 
ministration they may be revived. That at 
any rate is the wish of the British Govern- 
ment, and in the House of Commons or 
‘Thursday, Mr. R. A. Butler, Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, made 
that quite plain when he stated unequivocal~ 
ly “His Majesty's Government has made it) 
clear that it is not only willing, but anxious 
to continue conversations in the hope that. 
‘an agreement may yet be reached on all 
outstanding points.” “It is very obviously to 
the advantage of all concerned that some 
‘agreement regarding the points at issue 
between Great Britain and Japan should be 
further examined in the hope that there’ 
can be some sort of settlement On two 
points agreement was reached when the 
Craigie-Arita formula. was decided upon, 
and when it was agreed that the four 
Chinese accused of complicity in the murder 
of the Chinese Superintendent of Customs 
in Tientsin should be handed over. The 
implementing of that decision has been car- 
ried out, despite the fact that it could have 
been contended that failure to arrive at 
agreement upon all points raised rendered 
all other decisions inoperative until the 
complete solution had been reached. It is, 
therefore, a clear demonstration of the 
‘completely reasonable British attitude to- 
wards the Tdkyo negotiations, and con- 
sequently adds considerable ‘point to Mr. 
Butler's statement. It is contended on the 
British side that some of the other 
points which have been raised by Japan 
since the dispute first arose over a purely 
local incident, which ought to have been 
settled out of hand, have wider implications 
than'the Buitish ever contemplated. It was} 
fon that rock which the Tokyo conference 
broke down, and it may just as well be re- 
membered ‘now that Japanese insistence 
upon those points is equally likely to be 
productive of another failure as it was in 
‘the first instance. 


‘Mr, Chamberlain has definitely stated on 
more than one occasion that British foreign 
policy will not be reoriented at the dictates 
of a foreign Power, and recent tragic events 
have clearly, shown that he must be taken 
to mean’ what he says. That should not, 
however, indicate that it is impossible for 
Great Britain and Japan to arrive at some 
sort of modus vivendi in which the relations 
between the’ two Powers shall be improved 
without Great Britain being false to her 
commitments to the Chinese Government. 
‘Thus, if the fact of the Craigie-Arita for- 
mula’ is accepted as the basis of future 
Anglo-Japanese relationships in the oc- 
cupied portion of China, reciprocity requires 
that the recognition of’ Japan's position in 
this part of the world shall be counter- 
balanced by recognition of the fact that 
Great Britain, and other third party Powers 
have rights,” and interests which Japan 
should not disregard, but which in fact she 
has, times without number, expressed her 
determination of scrupulously respecting. In 
this connection it must be pointed out that 
nothing with regard to the Tokyo negotia- 
tions ha’ been revealed which would indi- 
cate for one moment that Japan has been 
offering anything in the nature of a quid pro 
quo. There are many points upon which she| 
could very well meet Great Britain in effect 
ing what can be the only really suitable 
settlement of the whole dispute, namely a 
‘compromise. .It was the rejection by Herr 
Hitler of all’ attempts to negotiate a com- 
promise which has led to the tragic situation 
at present to be found in Europe. It is not 
thought for one minute that a similar fal 
ure in the Far East would lead to anythi 
quite so catastrophic, but if it is in Japan's. 
Interests to find a solution of the present 
dispute—and it is earnestly contended that 
it is—then it has to be realized that the 
Hitlerian model of diplomacy is proved 
futile. It is for these reasons that it is 
urged that the invitation which Mr. Butler 
has issued in the statement should be ac- 
cepted, and that representatives of both 
countries should again meet for the purpose 
of solving their present difficulties. It

HAVE PATIENCE 
Sept. 11. 

‘The answer to those who, would seem to 
desire this war to proceed with the rapidity 
of a Hollywood scenario, and there appears 
to be quite a few in Shanghai, is that this 
is a war and not a cinema film. ‘The tempo 
is somewhat different, and the Ministry of In- 
formation is wise in warning Britons to base 
all their calculations on the assumption that 
this struggle will last for at least three years. 
It is to be devoutly hoped that it will not, 
but common prudence requires that the idea 
that this may after all not be a short war 
must always be kept in mind. ‘Thus remem~ 
bering this the situation at the end of what 
may be regarded as the first week of wat— 
‘admittedly Poland has been in it somewhat 
longer, but a week is the most useful unit 
of time at the present,—is by no means un- 
satisfactory. When Germany commenced her 
onslaught upon Poland, the only two nations 
fighting between whom there has been no 
declaration of war, she had Jn her favour 
all the advantages of the momentum of offen- 
sive against the Poles who had to defend 
themselves on two fronts, totalling, it ‘is 
claimed 1,600 miles. From ‘Drufa in the ex- 
‘treme north east, she had to guard the whole 
of the East Prussian frontiers round to Dan- 
ais, ‘Then from the Baltic Sea on the boun- 
tary to the west of the Corridor she was 
on ‘the defensive along the whole of her 
western border down to its junction with 
Slovakia, She had to hold the whole of those 
boundaries in force against a surprise attack 
at any spot along them, so that there was a 
general dispersal of strength over a large 
distance as against the ability of the Germans 
to attack wherever they chose with the con- 
centrated strength of the column. It is ob- 
vious, therefore, that sooner or later the Poles 
would have to shorten their lines giving their 
armies a greater strength per mile in 
‘men than was the case at the commencement 
of the hostilities. The movements of the 
Polish armies since the commencement of 
hostilities, therefore, may be regarded as a 
series of ‘rearguard ‘actions, intended not to 
hhang on to what were strategically defence- 
less positions, but to wait until they could be 
brought into more compact formation to offer 
opposition to an offensive the momentum of 
which already shows signs of slowing down. 
It has already been claimed that the Ger- 
man timetable has been disrupted and that 
time does not now march so intimately wit 
Herr Hitler as it was at first feared. 
moment the Poles may be very well left to 
themselves in a campaign of open warfare, 
which may sooner or later become positional 
directly they have reached the line upon 
which they can best offer effective resistan 

‘The situation in western Burope is some- 
what different, ‘There is first the complaint 
that the Allied aeroplanes have not been 
active enough. That is refuted by the British 
jr attack on the German navy which was 
attended by good results, and the pro- 
paganda raids by the same air force over 
Germany, giving British fiers just the same 
chance of long distance flying as was afford- 
‘ed all too late by the rehearsal flights over 
France a month or so ago. It is reported 
that there is enormous Allied air activity over 
the Siegfried line and the terrain behind it. 
‘That is to be expected. "No Allied ‘plane up 
to the declaration of war had flown over 
those fortifications or the aréa behind them. 
The first essential was that aerial reconnai 

ce should provide the Allied command with 
complete map of the German fortifications 
and whatever else there may be behind them, 
for while it is possible that it might have 
plenty of information supplied through 
‘espionage sources, the airmen themselves 
‘were in need of clear maps by means of 
which they could carry out orders in the 
concentration of their aerial attentions upon 
the spots which are eventually discovered 
to be weak. In this connection it must be 
remembered than when the final onslaught 
comes upon. the German defences, a few well 
exposed photographic plates then may be of 
infinitely more value than a few bombs drop- 
ed now. ‘The same thing, in different terms 
applies to the movement on land. Tf it took 
ten days in 1914 to transport 100,000 men 
across the Channel to France, how long will 
it take to transport 400,000 said to be the 
strength of the first expeditionary force? 
It is not purely a question in proportion, but 
it must be remembered that the precau- 
tions to be taken against loss of men in 
passage, and the times when they can most 
safely be transferred without interferenca| 
from the enemy, play an important part in the 
matter, and Great Britain and France have 
not been in the war ten days yet. 

Nor at present should too much anxiety 
be felt about the unrestricted submarine 
warfare of Herr Hitler. The disposition of 
German submarines clearly shows that he 
was determined on war. ‘They would not’ 
hhave been in the positions they were -had 
‘he not been so decided. Of the total strength 
of 65 German submarines—there may of 
course be more for Herr Hitler has not been 
exceptionally noted for adhering to his un- 
dertakings even when he has not denounced 
them,—it may be assumed that 33 of them 
have’ been at sea fora week since war} 
started. ‘The latest reports admitted that!

A PEACE FEELER 
Sept, 12. 

Prophecy is always dangerous, and never 
more so than when it comes to dealing with 
war, and the policies of so incomprehensible 
a man as Herr Hitler, whose word is as the 
changing sands, but Field Marshal Goering’s 
oombastic peace feeler seems to justify the 
opinion held quite early after the outbreak of 
war, that the Reich would seek to secure an 
advantageous position in Poland and then 
offer an “honourable” peace to Great Britain 
and France seems in a fair way to being ful- 
filled. It was at first thought that Herr 
Hitler once he had succeeded in restoring the 
German frontier of 1914 would be content 
to rest upon his laurels, and make the offer 
which was expected. ‘The fact that he has 
gone much further does not necessarily 
‘weaken the original belief. Indeed, it what 
he is doing now is to secure a bargaining 
point, whereby the frontiers he is in demand 
of may be sccured in exchange for the re- 
linguishment of that portion of Poland he 
may have overrun before the peace offer is 
actually made, the full trend of the conten- 
plated huckstering can be appraised. In ex- 
change for the rectification of the German 
frontier at Poland’s expense Herr Hitler may 
be expected to offer to withdraw from the 
rest of German occupied Poland, leaving it 
with no access to the sea, and with Germany 
in possession of a stranglehold upon the 
‘economic life of the remnant. A Poland with 
‘a0 opening to the sea would be entirely de- 
pendent upon the goodwill of her neighbours, 
and while in his offer Herr Hitler may be 
cpected to offer some Sort of safeguards for 
Poland's economic life, those safeguards, be- 
ing no more trustworthy than the many he 
has already given, and broken, could not in 
any way be relied upon, Field Marshal 
‘as does also the rest of the

‘That is the materialistic 
definition of what 1s almost a spiritual 
doctrine involving the loathing and detesta- 
tion of all that Herr Hitler and his party 
stands for, and the determination that the 
policy of aggression by armed forces. shall 
not be allowed to decide the fate of the smal- 
ler nations of Europe. It may be called with 
righteousness an ideological war, inasmuch 
as it represents the struggle between the 
tyrannous principles of dictatorship as_im- 
personified by Herr Hitler, and the traditional 
rights of freedom as embodied in the de- 
mocracies.

ing back there can be very little doubt thai 
prior to adjournment until January next, Con- 
‘gress was of the opinion that there would be 
no war before it reassembled, and was quite 
Prepared to leave matters where they were as 
Part of rebellion of a certain section of its 
members against President Roosevelt. - That 
the application of the Neutrality Act as it 
stands at the present time gravely harms the 
uso of the democracies is only too apparent. 
‘The damage however is not irremediable, and 
there is nothing to suggest for one moment 
that Great Britain and France will be unable 
lo carry on. ‘There wore signs in the United 
States during the existence of the erisis that. 
sympathy with the Entento was growing, 
evidence that a large section of the. United 
States was by no means in favour of action’ 
which would in any way prejudice the prospects 
of the Allies gaining ‘a victory in whatever: 
Struggle might have been toward. They will 
undoubtedly be strengthened by the natural 
indignation at the manner in which the s- 
Athenia was sunk and the lives of a number 
Of their fellow citizens imperilied. There are, 
therefore, prospects that when next January’ 
it Congress is not summoned before, President 
Roosevelt again endeavours to obtain amend~ 
ment of the existing neutrality legislation he 
will receive that support which was lacking only 
8 few weeks ago, for it may reasonably be ex- 
pected that Congress will take a very different 
view in the face of realities than it did when 
the world was not confronted with the actual fact 
of a large scale war again.

An Anniversary 


Sopt. 6 is the twenty-fifth ‘anniversary of the 
‘commencement of the first Battle of the Mame, 
the serles of actions fought in September 1 
when the British and French Armies turned at 
bay between Paris and Verdun, defeated. the 
Germans and drove them back’ to the Aisne. 
For six weeks previously, the six weeks in 
which the German High command had hoped to 
bring France to her knees, a stubborn rearguard 
faction had been fought by Britain and France, 
including the retreat from Mons which covered 
British arms with untarnishable glory. But 
when four weeks had expired the Allies were 
‘keeping Germany at arm's length, even thoug! 
they were slightly ahead of thelr timetable. 
‘The Germans had, however, insuMicient troops: 
to carry out thelr grandiose scheme, Antwerp 
and Maubeuge had necessitated a subtraction 
from ‘German strength, while the Russian in- 
vasion of East Prussia ‘had led to the despateh 
of two corps from the German right wing in 
France, the rapid advance had caused consider- 
able wastage, while the comparative breakdown 
of the wireless severely hampered the invaders. 
‘The German threat to Paris was nevertheless 
serious, but the German right wing was not strong 
‘enough and was too widely spread out, while 
the If Army had been roughly handled by the 
French at the battle of Guise. So much so that 
von Bulow sent out urgent appeals to the I 
‘and III Armies on his right and left respectively 
to close in to his aid. The command of the 
1 Army was glad enough to switch off from 
the sternly fighting, but nonetheless elusive 
British Army, and turned inwards. The hand 
fof the German supreme headquarters 
forced, and they were obliged to abandon their 
scheme for an advance upon Paris. The actual 
battle started on September 6, four days of 
the severest fighting ensued, and as a result 
‘on September 10 the Germans had definitely 
admitted defeat in France, and it is 
significant to note that so.'important hed 
‘the engagement been that the frst Battle of the 
‘Mame has been described by the Germans 
themselves as der Wendepunkt,—the turning 
point—of the War.

Gort, V.C, Chief of the Imperial General Staff, 
has been appointed Commander-in-Chiet of the

War of 1914-1918. ‘The appointment. is not 
without particular interest to Shanghal for 
Viscount Gort was Chief-of-Staif to General 
Dunean with the Shanghai Defence Foree— 
erypilcally abbreviated to “Shaforce"—in 1027, 
It was during this period that Viscount Gort 
was, associated with one of the bravest acts 
that man could conceive. The original captors 
‘of Shanghai during the Nationalist. advance. 
northwards were not General Chiang Kai-shek, 
o General Ho Ying-ching. They were the 
“black gunmen,” one of the most callous and 
murderous bands of criminal gangsters ever {0 
exist, They left their mark on. the Chinese 
districts of Shanghai in no mistakable manner 
through their cold-blooded murders "befor? 
General Chiang Kai-shek could assert military 
control. The question arose of evacuating to the 
Settlement some hundreds of Catholic children 
from the orphanage in Paoshan Road. This 
{ask could have been easily accomplished in 
military manner by two or three battalions of 
British troops who were available, but another 
plan was adopted. Sir Sidney Barton, British 
Consul-General, Viscount Gort, and Father Jac- 
quinot decided ‘they would do it peacefully. The 
defences at the North Station were opened and 
the trio walked out into Chapel in face of the 
Gunmen whipped to anti-forei fury” and 
waiting menacingly for any action.

The Rice Question 
‘The statement by the Japanese Army spokes 
‘man on the question of the shorlage of rice 
‘made in reply to an article appearing in the 
hhews columns of this journal is welcomed as 
1 an unfortunate impression which It 
would have been better corrected much earlies 
If itis accepted, as it must be, then it is neces- 
sary ‘to discover other reasons for the recent 
high price of rice. ‘The question, therefore, 
arises as to whether or not that’ has been 
‘due to operations of unzerupulous specula- 
tors, and hoarding, and though the Municipal 
Gazette denied that it was due to the latter, 
nothing appears to have been sald about the 
former. Recent price movements suggest that| 
speculators have been at work, and are even 
responsible for the failure of rice to reach a 
level more suitable to the pockets of the people 
who have to purchase it, since more supplies 
commenced coming to hand. It is nothing short 
of scandalous that men of this type should take 
advantage of their fellow nationals at such a 
time as this, and seck to wring the last penny 














of profit out of their unfortunate condition. In. 
other circumstances it might have been possible 


to deal with such profiteers, and even 
‘Shanghai it should be possible to devise som 
‘means whereby the machinations of these men 

i, be thwarted. Whether or not some sort 
‘of control could be exercised is a matter which 
needs investigation, for it is quite clear that 
the irrational gambling with the people's food 
Js something which eannot be tolerated unless 
trouble is desired in the future. There can be 
tle doubt that with the new harvest. there 
should now be plenty of rice availahle, and that 
facilities are thus offered for the purpose of 
breaking the hold which these people seem (0 
have upon the market. ‘The needs of a city so 
great as Shonghal cannot lightly be interfered

rents, “As most of Shangha's house and apart-

Air Raids Over Chungking 
Population Scurry to Dug-Outs ; Valuables 
Removed to Hills ; Raiders Lose Machines 


'HUNGKING, the provisional capital of Cl 





., situated 1,500 


miles up the Yangtze river in the foot-hills of the great 
mountain ranges of central Asia, is a city older than Rome, But 
it was practically unknown to the western world till the giant 
panda was captured in the bamboo covered mountains to the 
north and shipped out by aeroplane through Chungking to the 


zoos of the world, a few years 


ago. This year aeroplanes and 


Japanese, not pandas, have brought Chungking to the world’s 
notice, for in the last few months this inland metropolis has suf- 
fered some thirty raids, and thousands were killed and wounded 
Before the work of honey-combing the hills on which the city 


stands was completed, supplying 
000 people.

‘The Government has done everything 


possible to compel civilian residents to evacuate the city, but 
suificient still remain to crowd the streets. And perhaps they are 
right to remain, for no other city in China is so well protected 
by nature and by man to withstand the dread peril from the air. 
Im Chengtu and all the cities on the Szechuan plain, if you dig 
down three feet you come to water ; dug-outs are impossible to 


construct. 

Being the capital of China, Chun; 
king has a considerable population of 
foreigners connected with Embassies 
fund Consulates, In addition to many 
businessmen,” missionaries, educa 
tlonallsts, Journalists and’ others. 
Heneo it’ may be of interest to hear 
just what an alr-raid in Chungking 
fs like, In general the raids occur 
fat duske or else on clear nights trom 
‘About the 10th to the 20th of the 
‘moon, which is full on the 18th. 

‘The ralders set out from thelr base 
‘at Hankow, 600 miles down the Yang 
tze, eastward towards Shanghai. The 
Chinese Intelligence system is good, 
‘and as soon as the Japanese planes 
eave Hankow Chungking is informed 
in detail by radio, and all towns and 
Yook-out posts west of Hankow are 
‘on the watch and broadeast radio 
news of the Invaders. If the planes 
pass Iehang west-bound it is certain 
that they are bound for Szechuan, 
but the frst alarm or “ching pay’

others, always including the foreign 
correspondents and newsmen, hang 
‘about the dug-out entrance till the 
last moment, Chinese pursult planes 
take to the air about the time the 
“Urgent” Is sounded, and climb and 
climb in great spirais to attain the 
vital celling for attack. At nfght 
Sometimes you can see thelr lights 
moving through the sky like slow 
shooting-stars. 


After the Raid 


Soon the unmistakable heavy roar 
of the invading bomber fights is 
audible, very distinct trom the nolse 
‘of the lighter pursuit planes, and all 
make their way into the dug-out, if 
possible going in and around a corner. 
‘All dug-outs have two entrances, just 
in case, and a select few are coment- 
Hines, with battery lighting sets and 
‘even fan ventilation, ‘They are 
blasted deep down and into the solid 
rock of the hills on which Chungking 
stands. Next you hear the mulled 
explosion of the bombs, and feel the 
shock of the terrifle explosions, or 
else you hear the buzz-saw roar of 
the pursuits diving on the bombers 
fand ‘the ratetat-tattat_ of machine 
gun fre; a few minutes and it is 
over and you rush out to fresh alr 
fand to see what can be seen. 

"Too often the sky is lurid from 
fires started by incendiary bombs. 
Everybody is eager for information 
as to where the bombs landed—for 
somebody's homes have been blasted 
to. dust—and as to whether any 
bombers have been shot down. There 
fare generally two or three waves of 
the attackers. Sometimes the city’s 
‘anti-aireraft batteries open up on the 
‘enemy planes with their sharp, angry 
barking, and fingers of light’ pierce 
‘the sky’ searching, searching to find 
the enemy. Generally the Japanese 
lose 18 por cent. of their attacking 
bombers in these fights from Hankow 
to Szechuan. An expensive game, 
and not a cheerful occupation for 
the Nipponese airmen, 

‘The “All Clear” séunds and the 
tension breaks with forced laughter 
‘and chaitering conversation, and all 
stream {o their homes, so many of 
which are hovels little better thon 
the dug-out caves. Going back 
through the street, the city electri- 
elty Is on again—it is shut off at the 
“Urgent” ‘signal—one is reminded 
‘more than anything else of pictures 
lof the “Last Judgment.”

Whole Country Around City Completely Submerged 
For Fifty Miles ; Japanese Badly Hit

Peiping, Aug. 29.

the worst that has ever hit the port within living memory. 
Over two million people are believed to be affected. The 1917 
floods were a mere puddle in comparison, For this time, not only 
are the city of Tientsin and the foreign Concessions completely 
submerged, but the whole country around for over fifty miles in 


all directions is under water. 


‘The reasons for the magnitude of the inundation this year 


are not quite clear, 


For, although there have been very heavy 


rains in North China this summer, the actual rainfall though 


high, does not appear to have 
average, 


been so very much above the 


Probably the chief reason for these floods is that the 


havy rains have fallen within a very restricted period of time, 
which has not given time for the Tientsin — Tongku branch of 
the river, ‘the main outlet for all the waters of North China, to 
carry off this sudden increase rapidly enough. 


As is well known, the mountains 
of North China have all been denuded 
of trees, with the result that each 
‘downpotimand there have been some 
‘excessively heavy ones in only a few 
hhowrs—goes rushing straight down 
into the shallow river beds, All the 
rivers draining ‘the easten part of 
‘Shansi and Central Hopel drain into 
the so-called Grand Canal. This 
latter “Joins two other rivers, the 
Pel Ho and Yungting Ho, which 
drain Chahar ond Sulyuan, at ‘Tien- 
tsin, And as has been sald the only 
Outlet for all. these waters is the 
‘Tientsin river, the drainage of which 
thas been further restricted by having 

yen allowed to silt up in recent 





years. 

It is also sald that the Japanese: 
army has been cutting the dykes to 
the south of ientsin in order to 
embarrass the guerillas who had been 
very troublesome In those parts. 
‘This, If true, Is very much in the 
ature of cutting off one's nose, to 
fon having suffered worst of all. 


No Business Life 
At the time of writing, the British, 
French, nd Japanese" Concessions 
and. the ex-German Concession. are 
all completely under water, the depth 
‘of which varies from two feet in the 
higher parts to as much as eight or 
‘ine fect in the Japanese Concession, 
the most lowslying part. ‘The Chin‘ 
City'on the south aldo of the ziver 
{a also badly flooded, ‘The only parts 
still freo of water are the ‘Malian 
Concossion ‘and a small part of the 
ex-Russian Concession between the 
Fallway station and the International 
Bridge; and—curiously enough—the 
Bund along the river, the inundations 
having come in, not‘direct from the 
river, but from’ the back. 
Movement in the Nooded areas hav- 
ing become impossible except by 
boat, the ordinary business of Ife 
hhas ‘come to a complete standstill in 
‘the Concessions. In the streets where 
the water is under three feet a fow 
still ply for hire, the 
demanding fares in dollars 
instead of cents, and the passenger 
silting on the hood with his feet on 
‘in order to keop from get- 
‘Boats, of which there 1s 0 
‘arent searcity, demand twenty dollars 
for the shoriest trip. One sees all 
Kinds of strang craft, such as bath- 
tubs, rafts of wooden’ tubs oF of the 
wootlen road paving that has been 
torn up by the food, 
Diseasi 


Bakorlos are all closed, as also 
printing presses, so that no news 
papers are appearing; shops are all 
Boarded up, while thoag in the deeper 
parts are’ entirely submerged, "In 
the Chinese City some of the more 
enterprising shops have opened trom 
rafts ono level with the second 
storey. At tho boginning, the more 
adventurous spirits donned bathing- 
‘dresses and braved the flood waters 
Jn this way; but this has become less 
amusing, as the water has become 
dirtier “aud more insanitary from 
day to day. 

So far only fa few deaths w 
reported from” the Concessions, 

+ though in the surrounding country 
itis a different story. Hero, for Aly 
miles around ‘Tlentsin the country is 
‘one vast Jake, in which whole villages 
have been completely submerged and 
‘the greater part of the inhabitants 
drowned. ‘Th:so who could save 
‘themselves in time have been pour- 
ing into the already crowded city. 
Every day the insanitary conditions 
in ‘the flooded Concessions become 
‘worse; cases of gangrene are frequent 
‘among the coolles who walle about 
in the filthy water; both cholera and 
enterle are already reported.

Apart from this risk of epidemles, 
the much greater ard immediate 
danger Is that of famine. The whole 
surrounding country, with its in- 
umerable vegetable gardens, on 
which the city depended for its chief 
source of food supplies, has been 
wiped out.

2,000,000 Facing 


Starvation 


‘Tientsin (By Mail)), 

‘Nearly 2,000,000 people are threat 
ened with famine ag a result of thi 
ood disaster in Tientsin, which is 
becoming increasingly serious and is 
said to be the worst within living 
memory.

Weird assortment of contraptions has 
made its appearance in the flooded 
streets These include sampans, row- 
boats, racing shells, bath tubs, and 
rafls'beggaring, description, ranging 
from solid structures of logs, covered 
with boards, to a collection’ of gaso- 
line tins tied together to a wooden 
frame, 

In places where the water is under 
three feet, a few rickshaws still ply 
for hire, but fares are demanded in 
dollars instead of in cents, and then 
the passenger has to sit on the hood 
with his feet on the seat in order not 
to get wet. 


Boat Profiteers 


‘The few Chinese owning boats are 
Feaping a harvest, charging as much 
18 $20 for the shortest of trips.

‘country for many long years has now 
{olally suspended purchases of the 
premier staple of this country. This 
alting of purehase goes back to June 
when not one solitary member of the 
bean tribe left Daren Denmark- 
hound. Last year the June shipments 
for that land amounted to 16.500 
tons. 


Statistics for this year show that 
there has been a gradual tapering 
off in what represents the keystone 
in Manchuria's arch of prosperity, 
despite the industrial development 
whieh is seeping into the land, as 
for the first six months of this’ year 
45,100 tons went across to Denmark 
which is but @ sant 40 per cont. 
‘of what was shipped there for the 
first half-year of 1938. 

‘The reason is not far to seek, Tt 
is the abnormally high prices de- 
‘manded for this crop which has led 
the Danes to seek soya beans in the 
United States at less coct and to 
make use of ‘other’ oll-producing 
seeds which ean now be obtained at 
8 price highly advantageous as com- 
pared with that of Manchurian soy 
‘beans, 


O14 Visit Recatiea 

‘A record in the number of vessels 
in the port of Dairen since it was 
‘opened to trade was chalked up on 
‘August 23 when ‘no less than’ 35 
were either in berth or in the roads, 
‘But this is not an allctime high for 
this harbour, as on June 25, 1860 
there were no fewer than two hun- 
dred ships of varying sorts and sizes 
in Daren Bay or as it was then 
known Tatienwan, 

‘That was when the British squa- 
Gron under Admiral Hope was walt. 
ing in this haven for the arival of 
the French fleet trom home waters 
to avenge the insult suffered at Taku 
when the British ships arrived for 
ratifleation of the treaty with the 
Peking government only to be met 
with a hail of shells from the Taku 
Forts, 


Of ‘the 35 in port on August 23 
thirteen were awaiting berths while 
the rest were engaged ik marking 
time, or as the Japanese put it ‘okido= 
‘mari sen" 

‘The reason for this very large 
number of vessels here was not only 
heavy shipments or delay in loading 

loading but mainly duc to the 
joods and storms ‘in ‘Tientsin which 
hhad forced them to take refuge here 
until better times “for engaging in 
their work had supervened. 

Even at that, this number gave a 
spectacular alr to the porty with 
ships os far as the eye could see. 

Relief Ship 

‘The Tientsin floods introduced a 
far different idea from that of the 
Intense blockade which was raging 
there not so long ago, as on August 
23 a Good Samaritan ship, the Tien- 
{sin Maru, left here for that Chin 
port with’ reliet produce valued at 
1,000 yen to bring some surcease to 
the imprisoned multitudes, 

‘Among the goods carried were 
'50 tons of local fresh vegetables, and 
large quantities of fruit. The’ art- 
feles were donated by the South 
Manchuria Railway Company, local 
provincial and governmental ‘offices, 
the Dairen Chamber of Commerce 
and certain individuals 

Further contributions of Food, ete., 
ire appearing and others again are 
doing what they can inthe line of 
cash to be spent for more relief 
eargoes. 

















Accommodatt 

Dairen is again trying to bolster 
jthe accommodation for the masses 
which is still, despite many attempts 
in the past. tadly lacking. Tho city 
seems to take a delight in outstrip- 
ping all efforts to provide for the 
future, having already done so most 
adequately in water. No. matter 
‘how many houses rise from hitherto 
‘unoccupied spots there is always a 
shortage. But a thousand new houses 
are to be ready by carly next yea 
which will mean the signal for’ an- 
other thousand or £0. 

‘The houses arc to be of two kinds, 
‘one two-storeyed with a family” it 
each and the other ene-storeyed 10 
‘secommodate one family alone. The 
former will rent at forty yen a 
‘month and the latter at fifty. 

‘Construction is still dependent upon 
the obtaining of such construction 
‘materials as\ timber, steel, iron and 
cement, which are by no means easy 
to snare. 

‘Manchuria is all of a dither over 
the British wartime materials mobili- 
zation programme which has pro- 
hibited further export of Indian jute 
from which the gunny bag. so essen- 
lal to the export of Manchu staples, 
ig made. Prior to. this there ‘was 
already a shortage of these sacks and 
‘now it is feared that the non-arrival 
‘of jute will cause a serious sotbaci 
to the harvest seasou which is now 
practically at hand.

at present on a visit to Shanghai, 


In an interview with a “North- 


China Daily News" reporter yesterday, he described the situation 


as “desperate” and added that 
floods subsided. 
Tientsin, he explained that the 
southern dykes carly on Sunday, 
‘same day,” 
15 fect deep in places,” 


‘As the water poured in, rising 
higher and higher each” minute, 
streets disappeared and people of ali 
nationalities became marooned in 
‘thelr homes. In the Japanese Con- 
cession conditions were terrible, the 
visitor informed the reporter,” and 
people there suffered more than any- 
‘where else in the city. Suffering was 
everywhere and disease soon followed. 

At this point he paid a tribute to 
the Japanese authorities who, he said, 
had’ co-operated with the other au- 
thorities in performing sanitary 
work throughout the whole area. 
“By Monday the people. were 
‘trying «to ‘adapt themselves to 
the “horrible conditions,” the re- 
porter was informed. At this stage 
of the interview the visitor mentioned 
that the British Forces in ‘Tientsin 
had been flooded out and that the 
Durham Light Infantry had trans 
ferred thelr barracks to a Jardine 
‘Matheson godown while-the Military 
Hospital had been transferred to the 
Court Hotel. 


Terrible Stench 


On Tuesday, the light and water 
services whieh had been cut off by 
the foods were resumed with Japan- 
es¢ co-pperation and the British Con- 
cession was onee again 1it up at night, 
‘There was a danger, however, of| 
being electrocuted by standing in the 
ood waters near electrical gear, the 
visitor told the reporter and he added 
that many poople had lost their lives 
inthis way 

‘He pointed out that one of the most 
serious consequences of the flooding 
was the fact that It had become im- 
possible to bury the dead. Bodies 
could only be thrown into the river, 
hho explained. Another danger to 
health had shown itself when septic 
tanks and sewers had burst, while the 
stench In the city, grew worse every 
day, As the waters subsided, he 
‘emphasized, the situation would be- 
ome even worse. 

Asked if he could give an estimate 
as to how many people had died 
through the floods, he stated that this 
was an impossibility at the present 
time, although thore were over one 
thousand dead on the first day.

At 
3pm. thirteen planes appeared 
‘among the clouds and after dropping 
‘a few bombs made off to their home 
base in the south. 

‘While Kwelping was being bombed 
fourteen other planes were paying} 
‘special attention to Liuchow ‘which 
hhas been bombed repeatedly during] 
the past few weeks.

subjected again to a terrific bombard. 
ment from the air. Both sides of the. 
river were visited and some 200 
‘bombs dropped in various places both. 
within and without the city wall. 
Fires started in five sections of the 
city. ‘The inflamable buildings on. 
Fire Wood and Timber Streets were 
completely destroyed, and Sand Street 
which had escaped bombing hitherto 
this time fell a victim to the raiders 
and fires started by the bombing 
destroyed a number of large brick 
buildings, 


Kwelping Again Bombed 


‘Yesterday Kweiping again was 
bombed. Nine planes arrived at 
1 p.m, and rained bombs on various 
parts of the city starting raging fires 
were still burning when the first 
report was received. On the return. 
journey the planes ‘passed over the 
small frontier city of ‘fsam-Kal where 
‘one bomb was dropped. Earlier the 
same day Lungchow was visited by 
three planes which after ‘dropping 
ten bombs flew away to find other 
targets. 

‘The worst bombing which occurred 
pesterday however, was in Wuchow 
Where six planes arrived shortly 
after 7 am, and slowly and methodi- 
cally dropped eighteen bombs over a 
rather wide area. When the. firet 
alarm sounded many of the strect 
people were at the markets buying 
food for their morning meal, * The 
severe bombing of July 26 when 20 
many delayed to escape until it was 
too late had taught the people the 
lesson that speed is essential and. 
without waiting to purchase more 
the crowd started off on the run with 
their uncooked breakfast dangling at 
the end of a slender straw string. 

‘When the planes -eached the city 
they were greeted vy a dozen anti- 
alreraft guns situated on the sur- 
rounding hilltops. The planes were 
fying at such a high altitude that 
they did not seem to mind the guns, 
but ‘continued thelr flight. After 
erossing the city they circled round 

ind stretching out in single fle. with 
‘about 300 yards between each plane 
they returned dropping lower and 
lower as they approached the city, 
‘These tactics were repeated several 
times. Each time bombs were drop- 
ped in a most deliberate manner. 

“The. Kwangsi bank, situated on 
Ta Chang Road, seemed to be 
fone of the chiet targets. Bombs 
fell on the buildings next door. A 
Chinese bookstore was badly damag- 
ed and an Indian optical establish- 
ment was tured inside out. A shoe 
store, two tallor shops and a dyeing 
Store’ suflered serious damage while 
faeross the street other stores suffered 
from the concussion. 

‘On a neighbouring street at the 
rear of the bank two bombs fell. 
‘One landed on the recreation ground 
of a primary school owned and 
operated by the Christian and Mission 
ary Alliance, an American institution 
with headquarters in New York elty, 
A second bomb fell on the street near 
the main building and did consider- 
able damage. The building is finished 
fon the outside with clab boards and 
the force of the concussion tore 
boards off by the score and scattered 
them over the street- Windows and 
doors were broken, partitions smash- 
ed, some furniture “and equipment 
were destroyed and the tile root 
badly damaged. 

Much Damage Inflicted

Capitulation Expected 

It was likely, they believed, that 
Reichstuehrer Adolf Hitler had not 
expected events to take such a 
course, but was counting perhaps on 
Poland's ‘capitulating at the frst sign 
of German armed action, with Britain 
‘and France allowing Poland to do so. 

But by foree of circumstances. 
Germany had to begin shooting and 
Britain and France were dragged 
Into the méKe owing to their guar- 
antees to Poland, observers said. 

Perhaps both sides were waiting 
for some diplomatic move that would’ 
“gave their faces” and Europe, ob- 
servers declared. 

‘The silence of Italy was regarded 
fas significant. Tt was apparent that 
neither side wanted to be branded 
fas the aggrestor, according to ob- 
servers. They said Germany might 
be hesitating to make big air raids 
because she thought it unwise to 
frritate the “strong and susceptible” 
public opinion in the United States,

thelr vessels, and have no communl- 
cation with thelr ships

ss, Esang which sailed at 6 pm, yes- 
terday for South China, Her exact 
destination was not revealed. Mean- 
while the two Canadian Pa 
the Empress of Asia and the Empress 
of Japan, are stil in port with thelr 
date of ‘sailing unannounced. Om 
clals of the company expected the 
liners to sail last night, but they 
were still in port up to a late hour. 
AL is possible that the Empress of 
Asia may be allowed to proceed to 
Hongkong, but the Empress of Japan, 
scheduled to sail for Vancouver, may 
be held here indefinitely. 

Vessels Repainted Gray 

‘The two Blue Funnel liners in the 
harbour, the Telrsias and the Glen 
Afric, are being painted a battleship 
gray ‘and in all probability will be 
‘convoyed to Hongkong to be equipped 
with armaments, it was learned yes- 
terday.

Ambassador Tells 


Britons to Wait 


‘Shanghal, Sept. 1. 

In a radio address roadeast_ from 
shanghat to all Britons In China 
yesterday, Slr Archibald Clark Kerr, 
British Ambassador to China, urged 
his fellow countrymen not to’ be im- 
patfent because they had not been 
ealled upon to serve in His Majesty's 
Forces. At the present time, Sir 
Archibald. stated, "they could " best 
serve thelr country by remaining at 
thelr posts in China until there had 
been time to consider and pass judg- 
ment on thelr ftness for this or that 
type of serviee. 

‘The text of his address was as 
follows; As H.M. Ambassador in 
China T weleome this opportunity 
of speaking for a few minutes to 
my fellow British subjects in this 
country, 

“T address myself only to the men 
‘and I'do so personally and in a spirit 
fre from ‘any partisanship. | My 
‘purpose is to give a little advice to 
those of you who may be in need of 

T choose this method—I mean 
the wireless rather than the 
press—Decause T have no other means 
Of gotting ut those of you who are 
in the remoter parts of China. 


‘They Were Right 

“For a week we have been at wi 
What brought this war about is well 
known to you all and I need not 
‘dwell upon it now. At such a moment 
it'Is natural that we should be—all 
‘of us—wondering how best we moy, 
serve ol country. 

" have not forgotten my own feel~ 
ings when last we went to war, 
twenty-five years ago, I was then & 
junlor diplomatist, “Of course my first 
thought was to join one of the ght 
Ing services, For three whole years 
out of the four I was prevented by 
higher authority trom doing so. 
will remember how hotly T rebelled 
against the decision of that authority, 
‘and what it cost mo in expense of 
spirit to obey thelr orders, But those 
in whose hands my fate lay wore 
better able than I to measure my 
usefulness and, while I felt it bitterly 
at the time, T came to see later on 
that they were right. 

“Today most of you must be feeling 
‘as I felt then—asking yourselves how 
‘best you can serve your country and 
telling. yourselves that without doubt 
your place is in the ranks. 


Not the Best, Place 


“I can assure you that there is no 
fone more sympathetic than T to such 
feelings as those. But, believe me, 
it Is not inevitably and immediately 
true that your best place is in the 
ranks, 

“In China, you

could get home and still Longer 
before .your services could be made 
use of, 

“It must be the wish of most of you 
to get home as quickly as you ean. 
‘That wish 's ag natural as it is admir= 
‘able. “But 1 am not sure that this is 
the right thing to do, and T would 
urge those of you who are listening to 

¢ to bear in mind that you are not 
weessarily furthering the eause of 
‘your country by being in a burry'and 
bby seeking to be sent home at once. 















































Remain at Posts 


“It seems to me therefore that many 
‘of you would serve your country best 
by remaining at your posts In China, 
‘at any rate until there has been time 
40 consider and to pass judgment on 
‘your special ftness for ‘this or that 
type of service. 

“Ultimately of course it is for each 
‘one of you to decide for himselt, but 
T ought to tell you that the necessary 
machinery for’ what I have called 
“passing judgment on your special 
Atness™ is being set up. Tt will be 
unable to do more than offer advice, 
Dut £ feel sure that I need not say 
‘this advice will be offered in a spirit 
‘of the fullest sympathy and based 
upon reasoned judgment. 

“May I therefore beg you all to have 
patience and to be assured that what 
T know to be your loyalty and your 
alural eagerness to serve will be 
brought to the notice of His Majesty's 
Government. They will, of course, be 
confidently expecting: such loyalty of 
you, ‘but they will. mot, for that 
Feason, appreciate ii any the less 
keenly, 

“On this whole matter I am asking 
for guidance from London and it 
seems to me that we would be wise 
fo wait until we know what our 
government's needs are and how best 
they can make use of each one of 
‘you,

A. large-scale private’ cent note 
counterfeiting scheme was brought to 
light in the First Special District 
Covet yesterday when the manager 
‘and an assistant of a printing plant at 
1008 Haining Road were brought up 
for Wial. Tt was alleged that the 
plant had printed 24,000 fake one- 
tent, two-cent and three-cent private 
fexehiange notes, purporting to be 
Issued by the Ha Ching Salt Fish 
Hong in’ Bubbling Well Road. ‘Most 
fof the counterfeit notes have been 
seized by the West Hongkew Police. 

‘They were atrested the other day 
after the fsh hong manager had made 
‘4 complaint to the police. Yesterday 
the manager blamed his assistant for 
the counterfeiting scheme, but the 
latter tried to shift the responsibility 
to another man who is at large. Since 
tnore investigations are necessary the 
hhearing was postponed for a week, 
Dut both accused were formally 
charged with counterfeiting. 

‘Recently many cases of counter- 
felling of private exchange notes 
which are circulated by shops in lieu 
‘of small money have been reported to 
the police, It was even reported last 
right that the cent notes circulated 

the tramway company had been 
‘pirated” by counterfeiters. 

‘Lack of (he official cent notes being 
in elrculation here is blamed for all 
these troubles and the public is suffer- 
ing losses and inconveniences.

Italian Tourist 
Kidnapped 


Shanghai, Sept. 9, 

Signor Francesco, Italian tourist 
who arrived in Shanghal some eight 
days ago, had the unpleasant experi- 
ence of being Kidnapped by three 
Chinese, shortly after: 7 p.m. yester~ 
day as he was leaving the St. Anne 
Building, Rue du Consulat, He was 
released three hours later and French 
Concession detectives in co-operation 
with Malian Consular authorities 
were still questioning him at an early 
hour this morning. 

Signor Francesco had just left the 
bullding where he had called on a 
friend, ‘when suddenly, three armed 
Chinese forced him Into a waiting 
motorear. They tled his hands and 
covered up his face so that he would 
not know where he was being taken, 
‘and a few minutes afterwards hi 
found himself’ in. a. forelgn-style 
hhouse, the address of which he does 
not know, as he is a newcomer to this. 
elty. 

‘There the ‘group ot kidnappers 
‘asked him whether he was Italian, 
to which he answered in the affirma: 
tive, “He was asked to give his name, 
and when he did, the men seemed 
troubled as it was apparent that they 
hhad kidnapped the wrong man. They 
asked him Where he lived and when 
he told them that he “lived on 
Avenue du Rol Albert, they gain 
bound his eyes, ordered him into the 
same ear, and’ conveyed him to the 
corner ot Route Paul Henri and 
‘Avenue du Roi Albert where they 
ordered him to alight from the car 
and not to turn around as they would 
shoot him otherwise. : 

Signor Francesco obeyed and there.

‘The August general index of the 
cost of living of Shanghal workers 
reached 224.17, a rise of 45.61 points 
over the preceding month, an ine 
erease unprecedented in the 14 years 
of the history of the index. The group 
Indices showed an increase of 24.60 
per cent. in food over the preceding 
month, 12.80 per cent. in _ clothini 
14091 per cent, In fuel and ight, a1 
249 per cent, in miscellaneous items. 
‘Tho index. Has risen steadily ever 
since the beginning of the year, rising 
8667 polnts in a period of’ elght 
months. The purchasing power of 
the dollar has been reduced: from 
$0.6780 in December 1938 10 $0.4270 
‘of its 1936 value In. August 1099, 

‘The continuous rise in living costs 
hhas been caused by many intricate 
factors, which may be summarized 
ag follows : 

(1) ‘The repeated fall in foreign 
exchange Is a chief factor in rising 
costs. ‘The drop since July 18 from 
the rate of O¥4d. to a2 low as below 
34d. caused prices of imported com- 
‘modities to rise, and those of native 
roduc were sgnifeantiy affected ss 

(2) ‘Trade manipulation has tend. 
ed to intensity the rise in prices. 

(3) Polltieat factors have “caused 

a). Transportation of commodities 
from nearby areas to the lly has 


























bbéen difcult. 





(5) _In a’ state of confusion both 
buyers and sellers turn hoarders, 
‘buyers under the apprehension of 
further ‘shortage and some sellers in 
‘anticipation of better profits. These 
factors are believed to have operated, 


(6) Finally, the disappearance of 
coppers and one cent pieces from the 
market had effect in pushing up 
prices of daily small purchases. Items 
that were previously’ sold at copper 
colns or on a cent basis have often 
been quoted at the unit price of ten 
cents, ‘This causes hardship for the 
‘group who are accustomed to pur- 
‘chase in small quantities. 


‘An upward tendency of the price 
of rice has been observable since 
‘March when the long-set limit of $14 
for frst grade non-glutinous rice 
began to break down.~In ensuing 
months, a new official price was set 
‘at $21," later lowered to $20 duc a 
slightly improved situation. Toward 
the end of July, both the authorities 
‘and rice merchants tried to uphold 
this price limit. But in August, the 
price of rice began to increase by 
dollars instead of by cents, and reach- 
‘ed as high as over $50, a price un- 
known in Shanghai markets. Many 
lee shops closed down owing to: ine 
ability to purchase stocks. “Practl- 
cally every store resorted to the prac- 
tee ‘of adulteration by mixing rice of 
very Inferior quality in order to 
Feduce the retall price. Rice riots 
took place in a few instances. At 
the end of the month, the situation 
was eased, and a sharp drop was 
shown in the price,

The War: 
A Chinese View 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Cuta Dany News" 

‘Sm—To the deepest disappoint- 
ment and sorrow of all peace-loving 
people, the German-Polish war has 
now finally broken out. Whether the 
present fighting will only confine to 
the two parties or will develop to 
become a. major European war. en- 
rely rests with Hitler. “I have 
written two letters in this column 
urging the peaceful settlement of 
the Danzig dispute, but now all 
hopes are in vain. Here I” want 
{o utter some words to the German 
Fuchrer, asking him to avert a tragic 
eatastrophe at the last minute, 

For the sake of world peace of his 
‘own country and of his personal 
safety and reputation, Hitler should 
Immediately and unconditionally stop 
the hostilities. A major European 
war is harmful to ‘human elviliza~ 
on, is dangerous to the German 
Reich and, above all, is fatal to 
Hitler's political career.” In this letter, 
T intend to explain only the second 
‘and third points. 

First, let us ask what are these 
countries Hitler can really depend 
upon? Italy, the Reich's only ally, 
hhas decided not to take the initiative 
in the war, It is admitted that as 
the circumstance changes Italy may 
eventually come to Germany's as- 
sistance. But assuming that Italy 
oes join, the situation does not ne- 
cessarily turn to be favourable "to 
Germany. Italy cannot send troops 
fo the main war front. Her navy 
has the disadvantage -of belng in & 
position where it Is easily to be en- 
circled by the British and French 
Meet in the Mediterranean. Italy's 
air force may be an, important 
factor, but it most take time and 
money and distance for the Italien 
aeroplane to bomb Paris, Warsaw or 
London. Regarding the financial 
help, Germany can expect nothing 
from Italy, Other axis Powers as 
Japan, Spain, have formally at many 
times’ declared that neutrality is 
their policy. ‘This is apparently due 
fo the fact that Germany signed a 
non-aggression pact with Russia 
without first consulting with them. 

Second, Jet us see what are the 
attitudes’ of these small neutral 
‘countries Aoward the ‘Reich? Hun- 
gary, Rumania and Yugoslavia are 
theto Balkan countries, who are 
more or less under the shadow of 
the German aggression. Although 
at the present moment they remain 
neutral, yet when Germany is tired 
of fighting with her enemies, these 
‘small countries will unhesitatingly 
join the democratic front for the 
Purpose of driving out Hitler, the 
No. 1, Bad Boy in Europe, of the 
slage ‘of world polities. ‘They are 
convinced that ‘if Hitler controls 
Poland, they themselves will become 
the Fuehrer's next victim. ‘This can 
be applied in the same accuracy to 
the case of Belgium and Holland. 

‘Third, Jet us look what is the inter. 
nal situation within the Great Ger- 
‘many itself? A great number of s0- 
clalists whose friends and relatives 
have been elther killed or imprison- 
fed by the Nazi secret police will 
never for a moment forgive Hitler! 
Besides those personal enemies of 
Hitler, as the followers of General 
Schleicher, also will never forget 
their mission of ‘revenge. Outside 
Germany proper, in Austria, in Sude- 
fenland, in Bohemia and in’ Moravia, 
the hatred of the local inhabitants 
toward Germany and Hitler is be- 
‘coming deep and deep, Internal dis- 
turbance and civil revolt are to be 
expected to happen at any time. 

Fourth, let us inquire, by way of 
contrast, what is the situation in the 
democricies? Great Bri and 
France are united from the bottom 
to top. That they will never se- 
arate is beyond doubt. As to Poland, 
under the threat of forelgn aggres- 
sion and with the help of friendly 
allies, she is determined to use all her 
foree to resist invasion to the bitter 
end. Moreover, there is the U.S.A. 
who is favouring the action of’ the 
democracies and doing every effort, 
other than war, to help them. It 1s 
‘also within possibility that at the ap. 
propriate time she will join in the 
‘war, 

‘To conclude, a general European 
war can do no’ good to Germany, but 
do harm to Hitler. Germany asa 
great country, of course, will never 
be destroyed ‘as the consequence of 
war. But the Hitlerian regime is 
bound to be changed. Personally, I 
respect Germany os a great nation: T 
love Germans as an excellent peopl 
But now I cannot help saying Hitler 
hhas gone into a wrong way. Lord 
Holifux once declared, “History re- 
cords many attempts to impose do- 
mination over Europe—but all have 
terminated in disaster.” ‘My honour- 
able and respectful Herr Hitler, re- 
member this!

The Athenia: 
‘Torpedoed by a Whale ? 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Cuma Dany News" 

Su~‘The German Government in 
Issuing its ridiculous suggestions as 
to how the Athenia disaster was 
caused, appears to have overlooked 
fone whlch it might have put forward. 

In the report of the disaster, which 
appeared in your and other "local 
newspapers of September 6, in giving 
fan account by an eyewitness it is 
stated that while some of the life: 
oats from the stricken vessel were 
mancuvring to come alongside the 
Fescue steamers, a great school of 
‘whales plunged round them. 

In the same column another eye- 
witness is reported to have sajd that 
‘he noticed a puff of smoke about 
halt a mile away from the sinking 
‘ship, and that a great many other 
passengers also definitely identified 
the puff of smoke. 

‘This sounds very like the cloud of 
vapour that is expelled from a 
‘whale’s blow-holes ‘when It comes to 
‘the surface after a deep dive, as any- 
‘one who has observed this pheno- 
‘menon will agree. 

Yet another eyewitness is reported 
in another local newspaper as follows: 


Wo saw a grey, submarine sur- 
rounded by ‘a Soué of smoke. about 
se yagge away. No. other vend was 








‘This, too, sounds as it it might 
have been a whale that was seen by 
the eyewitness,- which was showing 
Itselt above the surface of the water, 
‘as whales sometimes do, while the 
cloud of smoke surrounding it might 
well have been the blowing of other 
whales at the surface. One other 
survivor bore witness that the boat 
she was in was lifted out of the water 
by a second torpedo fired by the 
alleged submarine, which passed 
under the boat. This also might very 
easily have been a whale. 

Does not all this put a different 
complexion ‘on the whole tragic | THis, 
affair? Is it not possible that the 
streak in the water seen by some of 
the passengers coming at great speed 
towards the Athenia was the trail of 
‘a whale rushing through the water, 
‘and that the terrife concussion caused 
by the monster when it hit the vessel 
‘amidships resulted in the explosion 
fof her boiler? It may even be sug- 
gested that the whale had already 
swallowed a mine, which was deto- 
nated on its impact with the vessel. 

Why has not the German Govern- 
ment thought of this? There must 
‘be something very wrong with the 
German Intelligence Department. 

I offer this explanation of the 
Athenia disaster for what it is worth, 
whieh, T freely admit, is not much; 
Dut af least it is more plausible than 
those so far issued by the German 
Government in its efforts to escape

U.S. Army Control

President Roosevelt issued an ex- 
ecutive order last night placing the 
Ponama Canal under full military 
control. 

‘The order was issued on the re- 
commendation of the Secretary of 
War, Mr, Harry Woodring. Major 
David L. Stone, commander of the 
Panama Canal Department of the War 

Department, was designated as diree-, 
‘tor of the Canal administration, 

‘Mr, Woodring sald the President's 
order merely invoked the War De- 
artment’s long-standing plans for the 
security of the Canal during periods 
of international tension, 

‘The President ordered that “the 
officer commanding the United States 
troops stationed in the Panama Canal 
Zone shall until otherwise ordered 
‘assume and hive exclusive authority 
‘and jurisdiction over the operations 
of the- Panama Canal.” 

President Roosevelt yesterday or- 
dered Navy and Coast Guard vessels 
to patrol” the American coastline 
‘several hundred miles at sea to gather 
information regarding the operations, 
of belligerent ships. 

‘The patrol will aid in enforcing the 
‘American Neutrality Act, White 
House quarters said.”

GERMANY WOULD LOSE 
(Contributed) 


“When I strike it will be like lightning in 
‘the night," Hitler has said. Goering broad- 
east to his fiers, apropos of the crisis last 
‘September, “You men know best how Ger- 
many's unconguerable air force stood ready 
then, One command, and an inferno would 
have been prepared for our opponents, a 

quick blow, but one which would have 
litterly destroyed them.” ‘There is evidence 
‘aplenty that belief in perfect plans, quick 
Victories and unconguerable German might— 
delusions which have already played a dis- 
fstrous part in German history—persists in 
the Reich. And consideration of the new 
German forces reveals strikingly to what 
extent the Nazis have concentrated on arms 
{intended to win a quick war; the aeroplane, 
the tank and the submarine, 

‘This being the case, the present menace of 
a “lightning war” must be grappled with. It 
‘would, we are told, begin with an over~ 
whelming aerial blow. All the air power of 
Germany would strike at the various concen~ 
trations of the British and French navies in 
an attempt to smash this one arm in which 
the Entente Powers have decisive superiority, 
‘The oceans would then be delivered over 
to the German commerce raiders and 
submarines, At the same time the 
lightning would be turned against the British 
and French aerodromes, power stations, 
arms factories and great centres of popula: 
tion. ‘This knockout blow by air would be 
followed by land attack on France, possibly 
from several directions, 

But can a battle fleet be wiped out by air 
bombing? Formidable anti-aircraft defences 
have been devised, and British battleships 
hhave been fitted with heavier deck armour. 
Some 50 over-age cruisers and destroyers 
have been equipped as special anti-aircraft 
auxiliaries, And with fourteen aircraft car- 
riers soon available, the British navy will 
carry along a sizable air force of its own. 
Could so many British and French ships 
be sunk in a sudden attack as to raise Ge 
many from her present position of hopeless 
inferiority? (She has only five battle- 
ships to 22, and less than half a million tons 
to two and a quarter millions). And it she 
made the experiment, only to find out 
afterward that she was wrong and that sea 
power still plays its traditional role in war- 
fare, then her naval position would be 
desperate indeed, 

‘In the air, at present, Germany has a 
superiority, but according to reliable in- 
formation, " this superiority will pass its 
peak this autumn. After that the Entente 
Powers—which are determined to continue 
‘the race if necessary until they are back 
at thelr 1918 production of 5,000 planes a 
month—will pass their opponents, whose air 
fleet is backed by a monthly production of 
certainly less than 1,000 units. 

‘Many ingenious defences against the 
tank have been devised: rows of upended 
steel rails set in conereto—“asparagus beds” 
the French call them ; marshy pits covered 
with grass, in which ‘the tank sinks and 
drowns ; underground mines which may be set 
off by contact or by remote control, Tanks 
which survive these hazards must face 
the active defences behind, such as field 
guns and the new high-velocity anti-tank 
rifles, If tanks could gain only five or ten 
miles a doy against Spanish Loyalist de~ 
fences, if they fall out even in peacetime 
reviews, as I have seen them do before 
Der Fuehrer in Berlin, and are left all 
‘along the road in a parade to Vienna, they 
are not going to overrun France suddenly, 
‘We may take it that the 2,000-odd German 
tanks would fade away in the defiles of the 
Jura and the spurs of the Vosges just as 


























the 3,000-odd British and French tanks did 
in the battles of 1916-17-18. ‘The impetus 
of the attack would be lost, and the war 


‘would settle down to a maiter of trenches 
and machine guns on land and blockade at 
sea, 

It is apparent that Germany places great 
reliance on the submarine as a means of 
blockading England and France. But the 
submarine menace is an example of those 
empty terrors with which the dictators 
frighten us into preferring peace at any 
price. In the three months following their 
Gcclaration of unrestricted submarine 
warfare on February. 1, 1917, the Germans 
sank without warning over 1,000 Allied and 
neutral ships, Yet by the end of the war 
courage and ingenuity had completely 
turned the tables on the U-boats. ‘Thanks to 
‘the convoy system, over 1,500 merchant 
ships had been brought into the British Isles 
by October, 1917, with the loss of only ten 
torpedoed ‘and fourteen through straying. 
‘Another most effective barrage caused un- 
told trouble for German submarines in the 
North Sea and English Channel, Along with 
these defences an active campaign for “kil- 
ling” prowling U-boats, including the use of 
planes, depth charges and the famous camou- 
aged '“Q-boats,” forced submarines to stay 
under and use an expensive torpedo, of 
whieh they could carry only a small number, 
By the end of the war 199 submarines were 
‘destroyed. In Winston Churchill's words, “It 





was they who were hunted and their crews 
who were demoralized.” Judging from Bri- 
tish preparations for submarine hunting, re- 
cently revealed to the Commons, the most 
unhealthy place of all is going to be under- 
neath the water. 


The German army is short of officers of 
every rank. Many of the reserves have had 
only a hasty training. And the German 
authorities estimate that, on account of the 
greater Industrial demands of the modern 
warfare, they will be able to put only about 
3,000,000 men in uniform in place of 10,- 
100,000, in the last war. 
At first glance France's position seems 
perilous indeed, but Germany would have to 
keep considerable forces facing the east and 
southeast, sparing hardly more than three-fifths 
‘of her troops for the west. ‘The odds in man 
power against France would be less than two 
to one. But it is reckoned that a superiority 
of at least four to one is needed to prevail 
over a well-armed and spirited defence. 
‘Most important, the economic and psycholo- 
gical situation in Germany today is more 
like 1917 than 1914. “Men and machines have 
been worked at war tempo for years, with 
neither rest for the one nor replacement for 
the other. The State Railways has had to 
curtail is services and its latest report de- 
clares that at least 10 per cent. of its rolling 
‘stock needs immediate renewal. ‘The Frank- 
furter “Zeitung” reported recently that Ger- 
’s industrial plant is now in such shape 
that a full year’s output of the machine in- 
dustry is needed to make necessary replace 
ment. As a result of the long’strain, man- 
hour produetion fell off generally throughout 
the Reich. In the Ruhr coal industry, for in- 
' stance, again according to the Frankfurter 
\4zeltung,” this decline amounted to no less 
than 12 per cent. between February, 1936, and 
April, 1938, And there is a shortage of 
Iabour, of scientists and engineers, 


Good raw materials have been short for so 
ong that reserves have already been combed 
out of every corner in the country ; the iron 
fence railings of Berlin have been melted 
down these many months past. Substitutes 
of all kinds have been explored, but these 
jhave their limits. Can Germany, facing the 
industrial man power of France, Britain, and 
possibly the United States, afford to divert 
half a million men—fifteen army corps—as 
would be necessary to make only the sub- 
stitute gasoline and oil she requires for a 
major war? 














It has been suggested that Germany's 
breach into Danubia at Munich rendered her 
largely “blockade-proof.” Aside from the 
fact that many vital materials such as nickel, 
rubber, cotton and wool are not to be had 
there, the 100,000,000 fervid nationalists of 
Danubia are not going to be willing slaves of 
the Reich. To make sure of getting her 
hands on their supplies, Germany would have 
to garrison the entire ‘region. In any case, 
domination of Danubla would in no way 
affect Germany's supply of that miost vital of 
all war materials: iron. It is not sufficiently 
recognized that the iron mines which carried 
Germany through the last war lie behind the 
‘Maginot Line in France today. ‘The only 
other adequate source of iron is in Swedish 
Lapland. During the last war Sweden sold 
Germany ore and other supplies as long as 
Germany could pay for them. When it came 
down to promises, business stopped. Pro- 
mises are all Germany can offer today ; she 
has used up all her gold, she has liquidated 
her foreign investments, plundered the Jews, 
sucked dry the savings’ banks and insurance 
‘companies, the unemployment insurance and 
old-age pension funds, and is living on future 
tax returns. Will the Swedes sell their iron 
to Germany if she can't pay and Britain can? 

But the greatest of the Nazis’ worries on 
the home front would be the morale of the 
Population. ‘The German people today are 
no: the confident well-fed nation of 1914. 
There may be millions of young Nazis, 
healthy and willing to All out the first armies 
‘at the front, but the adults left to carry on 
‘at home have been through such a succession 
of disasters that they are harassed, uncertain, 
‘mentally sick. Millions of them hate the 
régime for smashing thelr political parties 
and unions, for persecuting their pastors, for 
degrading the German name in the world. 
Considering this mood among Hitler's people, 
and considering his economic situation and 
the multitude of his enemies, one might well 
say that to wage war successfully is the one 
thing Hitler can't do.

‘The 
Shang, character representing 
Mai, “to purchase; was composed 
of ‘the pictograph representing 
cowrle and the pictograph of a net. 
‘The Shang character fF Chu, “to 
store up treasure," was composed of 

‘a cowrie in ‘an enclosure with 
opening barred as if to represent a 
strong-room.

considered as a medium of exchange 
‘and thus money. It is also a known 
fact that cowrles were used as money 
long after the advent of metal money 
ané in fact to a period well after 
the decline of the Chou Dynasty. It 
Js also a recognized fact that pieces 
of hemp cloth and silk cloth were 
from very remote times until well 
Into the Sung period used in Paying 
government taxes. 

‘The objects that Mr. Glathe classi- 
fes as shield cicada ‘and _tingle- 
tangle money were nothing more or 
less than harness or cart ornaments 
oF trappings. ‘There is nothing what- 
Soever (o prove that such objects, 
were ever current as money. A. 
careful examination of these objects 
will. disclose on the underside small 
bars for attaching them to leather 
oF cloth.

Indian Social Services , 


During the last 80 years conditions 
in India have been changing rapidly. 
‘The public health departments have 
achieved great successes in their a 
tempts to prevent epidemic diseases, 
‘and there has been a consequent oc: 
‘eleration in-the increase of popula- 
tion, ‘This in itself has raised new 
problems, for in some areas the pres- 
‘sure of population has become" more 
than ‘the soil can bear, and ‘new 
means of subsistence must be provid- 
ed. But all the time the British Gov- 
ernment have been developing social 
services to meet the needs of the | 
people. 

‘What has been accomplished in this' 
direction may now be read in + 
volume issued by the British Govern 
ment, “Seelal Service In India,” price 
10/6. It is a collection of chapters 
writien by specialists, all of whom 
have spent many years in India, deal- 
ing with the various problems’ about

It I also a record of the great events 
that are now taking place in India, 
and of what is being done to improve 
the conditions of the people. 


Individual Welfare 
Before the establishment of British 
rule, the welfare of the individual in 
India was the concern of the caste- 
brotherhood into which he was born. 
In 30 far as his conditions could be 
humanly controlled, he expected the 
brotherhood to conirol them; but he 
was conscious of few needs, and he 
had never heard of many of the so-

Outside his caste, and its influence

For 
‘all India the infant mortality during 
the ten years from 1911 to 1920 was 
211 per 1,000; in 1035 it was 164." In 
1938 one ‘million indoor and 63 ‘nil- 
on outdoor patients were treated in 
6700 hospitals and dispensaries in

When in 1927 Turkish women 
obtained the franchise, those who 
wore vells were debarred from vol- 
Ing, a regulation which was only too 
ogical. As a result of the Arst elec- 
tion 17 women won mandates in the 
Grand “National Assembly, and 
statisties show that more than 80 
per cent of all women took advan- 
fage of the newly-granted franchise, 
‘The remaining 20 per cent were 
mostly peasants or old people, who 
@id not want to part from’ their 
voluntary prison, the harem, and 
their traditional mode, the veil. 

Up to 1025 the tramears in Istanbul 
the new mame for Constantinople 
had "several curtained-off harem 
compartments. No man could go 
behind these red ‘curtains, even 
though this section was entirely 
empty. Also trains and ferry’ boats 
hhad special harem compartments, and 
the windows of motor ears for women 
passengers were likewise sercened 
Off. But one day in June, 1925, the 
curtained ‘compartments disappeared, 

‘As long as the institution of the 
harem was generally in existence, no 
woman was allowed to have her hale 
Jdressed by a man. In 1026 and 1927 
Turkish women adopted the fashion 
of bobbing their hair, and have since 
gone freely to barbers, who quickly 
extended their business by the ine 
stallation of saloons for ladies. 















A National Heroine 

To take a photograph was formerly 
f rather complicated problem for a 
‘Turkish woman. She had to obiain 
permission from her husband or 
father, and was of course, veiled 
‘when ‘the picture was taken, 

Now she may patronize photo- 
graphers, and her ‘unvelled picture 
might even be featured in the Press 

‘And how many women did lke to 
hhave their pictures taken once the 
door to the cameraman was opencdt 

Th 1990 the fest beauty contest for 
girls was held in Turkey, much to

‘on her return to Istanbul she received

Few business enterprises gained so 
much from the freedom of Turkish 
women as the elnemas. Until 1926 
women were only allowed to attend 
cinemas on special days, which were 
set aside for them. Now they may 
visit any kind of theatre unrestricted- 
ly. 











Police Protection 
It was in 1927 that an unveiled 
‘Turkish singer appeared for the first 
time in evening dress before a public 
audience. Seats were sold out 
several days in advanee, and on the 
evening of this concert’ police were 
stationed in the aisles of ‘the theatre 
‘and in its neighbourhood to prevent 
any possible trouble.
